REVERENT HUSH. 

As he was carried past through 
the banks of humanity that lined 
Pennsylvania avenue a solemn, rev- 
erent hush held the living walls. 
Yet, there was not so much of sor- 
row as of high pride in ft all, a 
pride beyond the reach of shouting 
and the clamor that marks less 
sacred moments in life. 

Out there in the broad avenue 
was a simple soldier, dead for hon.- 
or of the flag.

But in ance, he had died as 
Americans always have been ready 
to die, for the flag and what it 
means.

formed the Prime Minister that no 
useful purpose would be served 
holding a formal consultation be- 
tween His Majesty's government and 
the government of Northern Ife- 
land until certain suggesti -in the 
government's proposa a with- 
drawn. 

“The formal reply of the Ulster 
Cabinet will indicate other and more 
practicable means of securing peace 
without infringing upon the rights 
of Ulster.” 

IS NOT DEFIANCE. 

At first sight this looks like 
defiance, but I am assured it will 
not mean the breaking off of ne- 
gotiations, and there is still strong 
hope of an eventual agreement 
among the three parties in the Irish 
quarrel—Ulster, South Ireland and 
Great Britain. In the first para- 
graph the words “under the existing 
conditions” indic®te a way out, and 
the second paragraph indicates that 
Vister is not willing to break off 
negotiations without at least an at- 
tempt to justify. itself. .

The Ulster Cabinet ministers were 
summbned here recently by Sir 
James Craig to consider the govern- 
ment's proposals, and they met this 
forenoon to discuss the plan for a 
settlement of the Irish question 
which was contained in a statement 
from the British Ministry. This as 
noted in the communique, was re- 
ceived last night, and was under- 
stood to be in the form of certain 
definite suggestions tor a scheme in 
which Ulster was asked to join for 
an all-Ireland parliament. 

Ulister’s objection to the plan is 
believed to be that it would de- 
prive her of representation in the 
Imperial Parliament, which she re- 
gards as her strongest safeguard. 

Sinn Fein cles, commenting up- 
on the points caised by the Ulster 
men, declared the Sinn Fein could 
not consent eitherNo representation 
from Ireland in the Imperial Parlia- 
ment, or to any constitutional pro- 
vision for an all-Ireland parliament 
which would give Ulster & privileged 
position, making one Ulsterman, it 
was remarked, equal to four south- 
erners.

“On one bank of the Potomac,” 
he said, “in the sacred soil of Ar- 
ington Cemetery, the body of our 
unknown soldier was lowered rever- 
ently to rest. On the other side 
of that historic river, in the capital, 
for the first time:in history are 
gathered the foremost statesmen 
from the uttermost parte of the 
earth in a common determination 
to find for the distracted peoples 
of the world a way to peace 
happiness,. which constitutes their 
priceless heritage, a memorial to 
our patriotic dead, a harbinger. of 
hope for all the living—euch is the 


true purpose of this, our holy day.” 


Ambassador Harvey asked rhetor- 
ically if history must be forever 
mainly a narration of warfare. 

SCHOOL AT CROSSROADS, 

“The strength of a country is 
not measured by armies and 
navies,” he declared. “A school- 
house at a crossroads is more potent 
ultimately than a dreadnaught of 
ne seas.

Tolerance has supplanted its an- 
tithesis as an actual force. A 
peculiar responsibility devolves up- 
on our two peoples not only to 
maintain but to enhance the new, 
the better, higher powers among 
men, mutual respect, confidence ana 
olerance—these are the essentials 
of that genius for co-operation 
which has already won for our 
Christian President the hearts of 
our own people, and is destined.

tifice. Man by man, their record is 


written for all to know and honor. 

But for the nameless one, asleep 
on the terrace above, there are no 
relatives. He lies alone in the mys- 
tery of death. Laden with honors 
beyond any of his fellows below, 
there is none to tell of the way of 
hig life, and his death, of whence 
he came or of what he was, save 
that he died in France, at the na- 
tion's call. The American people 
are his next of kin. He alone may 
Sleep there within the great monu- 
ment to all the nation’s honored 
dead. 

Everywhere about the amphi- 
theater are monuments cut with 
names that touch memory to life, 
that bring echoes of the thunder of 
guns from old, far-off battle scenes. 
There lies Sheridan; there lies Por- 
ter and Crook and Doubleday, and 
yonder lies Dewey. 

Over the peaceful slope, row on 
row, march the headstones of hun- 
dreds of humble servers in the ranks 
like the sleeper up there on the

But officers and men, generals, ad- 
mirals, privates or the last biue- 
jacket to join the ship before the 
battle, they are all sleeping here in 
honored graves.

GREAT MARBLE PILLARS. 


To form the colonnade, a double 
row of the great marble illars 
march around the circle wherein 
the marble benches are set.

Commissioner Booth-Tucker, who 
for eight years was commander of 
the Salvation Army of the United 
States, is one of the notable figures 
in its ranks.
